Action of Western Lines on the Elk-In- s
Dill The B. & 6. and C. Jfc O.

Taking All Lines of Freight. V '

Passenger officials are receiving letters
of inquiry regarding the Sunday excursion
business, and Indications are that excur-
sions will be inaugurated early In April,
two or three weeks earlier than usual,
should the weather be suitable. A general
passenger agent said he thought they had
come to stay, and that with each year
they would become more general. The
Pennsylvania for some, years was adverse
to Sunday excursions, but last year fell
Into line and ran a number, and will prob-
ably go Into it more extensively the comi-
ng- spring and summer. The traction lines
have not seriously cut Into this line of
business, and rather stimulate it, as. say
the passenger officials. It is getting tho
medium classes more in the favor of trav-
eling, and when they can take a trip on
Sunday at the low rates which are usually
given they avail themselves of the priv-
ilege. Of course, there are certain classes
of citizens that are opposed to this Sun-
day line of traffic. Still, there Is a large
per cent, of the people who have no scru-
ples on the matter. It Is understood the
excursions to Cincinnati will be started
the second Sunday In April, and these are
usually the first that are run. The Dig
Four and the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dav-to- n

will alternate from one Sunday to an-
other. The Lake Erie & Western Is pre-
paring to go Into the Sunday traffic on a
more extensive scale than last year.

Charges Afgalnst Harrlnmn.
Talbott J. Taylor & Co... New York brok-

ers, sent out circulars yesterday to stock-
holders of the Southern Pacific Company
asking for proxies to be voted at the com-
ing annual meeting of the company. Mr.
Taylor Is a Fon-in-la- w of James R. Keene.
the reputed manager of the speculative pool
in Southern Pacific, which, it is understood,
has objected to the policy of the Union Pa-
cific, in control of the Southern Pacific, indeferring dividends on Southern Pacific.
The circular issued bv Talbott J. Taylor &
Co. rays that over JOO.oCMM) has been ex-
pended for reconstruction, betterments and
improvements on the Southern Pacific, but
that the operating expenses continue to be
from 10 to 15 per cent, higher than on any
other road competing for transcontinental
business, which, the circular declares, "in-
dicates either gross mismanagement or
willful Intention to deceive the stockholders
as to the true net earnings of the company,
am! by this method depressing the market
value of the stock." The circular further
sets forth that vast sums are being ex-
pended on the Central Pacific out of South-
ern Pacific funds, to the detriment of the
Southern main line, and that the stockhold-
ers will discover, when too late, that a
most formidable rival has been built up
with their own money. It la further alleged
that 'Talbott J. Taylor & Co., after care-
ful examination, are convinced that the
Southern Pacific earnings would have Jus-
tified dividends on the stock for the pastyear, and still have left money enough forImprovements and betterments to bring, In
a reasonable time, the system up to thehighest state of efficiency."

Status of the Western Line.
Eastern railroad managers profess to

be amused at the efforts being made by
the Western lines to bring about an ob-
servance of the interstate-commerc- e law
as amended by the Elkins law, particu-
larly as to those provisions which pro-
hibit the granting of favors, concessions,
free p:sses, reduced rates and rebates to
shippers. They say while the new statute
has caused a great commotion among the
Western roads, the executive officers of
which have found it necessary to hold
meetings to discuss its scope .and effect,
officials In similar positions on Eastern
roads have been cairn almost to indiffer
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ence. It Is not at all flattering to Western
railway managers that they find it neces-
sary to meet and determine whether they
can do this, that or the other thing. "It
is generally known." said the official
rjuoted, "that they have not at all times
obeyed the interstate law; in fact, that
they preferred. Whenever competitive con-
ditions made it necessary, to do other
wise, rather than loe the business the
were arter, and they have not nesitatea
to come into Eastern territory and resort
to irregularities that they knew were in
violation of the law." He cited several
cases where the interstate-commerc- e law
had not been respected.

Rates Red need '27 Per Cent.
The Illinois State Board of Railroad and

W"arehct;5C Commissioners announced
Wednesday a reduction of 23 per cent, in
the shipping rat?s of all railroads in Illi-
nois, as the result of the light carried on
by the shippers' and business men's as-
sociations and boards of trade of the State
for a rate to correspond with that fixed by
roads In InCiana, Iowa and Ohio. The pres-
ent rates vill be reduced 23 per cent, for
distances jf 150 miles, and the rates for
the rerr.a'.nin;? distance will be changed to
meet these ol roads in the other States.

The total mileage of the lines which will
be operated directly under control of the
Chicago,. Rock Island & Pacific, if the pro-
posed- deal by which It secures control of
the St. Louis & San Francisco goes
through, will be nearly 18.000 miles of main
line and will place It fourth in the list of
the great systems of the country.

F. H. Prince, president, and M. J. Car-
penter, vice president and general manager
of the Marquette road, are in Buffalo look-
ing after terminal matters. One of these
officials says this extension into Buffalo
has become a definite policy, and within a
few months trains will be arriving and
departing in that city over the company's
own rails.

The building of the Baltimore & Ohio cut-
off from Cherry run to Harper's ferry
means Important developments In the neigh-
borhood of Shepherdstown, which will be
made the connecting point between the Bal-
timore & Ohio and the Norfolk & West-
ern. The railroad companies are buying
a great deal of land adjacent to the point
where connections are to be made with the
Norfolk & Western.

After sharp competition between the
transcontinental lines, the government con-
tract for carrying United States naval off-
icers and men to and from San Francisco
has been awarded to the Union Pacific and
Southern Pacific railroads west of the Mis-
souri river. Their bid, which was submit-
ted by the Southern Pacific, amounts to
about one-quart- er of a cent a mile for eachpassenger to be carried under the contract.

The Big Four is . now handling over six
thousand loaded cars per day, and the
number would be greater if the company
had cars and power to move the business
offered. The company is now receiving
fifteen new cars per day on the last thou-
sand contracted for, and is really suffering
mora in car shortage than power short-
age, notwithstanding the fact that it has
fully three thousand more cars in service
than a year ago and thirty more freight
engines.

It Is unofficially announced that the Chi-
cago division of the Atchison. Topeka &
Santa Fe Railroad, comprising the main
line from Chicago to Kansas City, will be
divided into two divisions with Fort Madi-
son. Ia., a3 the dividing point. Superin-
tendent F. T. Dolan. of Fort Madison, will
move his offices and force to Chillicothe,
III. , and the Kansas City division will 1

At
Chicago the Pennsylvania has a surplus ofempty cars.

The St. Louis &. San Francisco has placed
an order with the American Locomotive
Company for twenty-fiv- e engines and with
tho Balüwin works for the same number.
The American Company will build ten Pa-
cific type, twenty-fiv- e ten-wheel- ers and five
Richmond compound, while the Baldwins
will build fifteen simple ten-wheele- rs and
ten compound ten-wheele- rs. The Pacifictype compound will weigh 172.x pounds
each, with EV.oOO pounds on the drivers. The
Erie has placed an order for thirty switchengines, thirty passenger engines and forty
freight locomotives.

The vigorous manner in which the Balti-
more & Ohio Is antagonizing the Wabash
has reached a new phase at Zanesville, O.
A week ago the B. & O. purchased the
Spauldlng property, the Wabash key to the
terminal" site in that city. To offset th's
Baltimore & Ohio advantage the Wabash
asked the city for a franchise and ex-
pressed a determination to buy the Spauld-
lng property from the Baltimore & Ohio
by having the property condemned for rail-
road purposes. Hearing of this Intention,
the Baltimore & Ohio, yard crew received
hurried orders from Baltimore, and within
the next day had a full-tledg- ed railroad
track crossing the Spauldlng property's
front yard at the exact pot where the
Wabash -- xpects to put in Its big abutment.

A railroad official, in speaking of Presi-
dent Ramsey, of the Wabash, said that
the latter was never beaten in a strike, his
tactful methods always enabling him either
to make a compromise with his men or to
defeat their end. His first experience was
at Indianapolis when he was a railroad off-
icial here. He was threatened with a big
strike of telegraphers on tho Bis Four.

CHAPTER II.
WHICH KNITS UP SOME BROKEN

ENDS.--

It was In the autumn of the year '64, as I
was coming of age, that my father made
ready to send me to England. Himself a
conscience exile from Episcopal Virginia,
and a descendant of those Nottingham Ire-to- ns

whose best-know- n son fought stoutly
against church and King under Oliver
Cromwell, he was yet willing to humor my
bent and to use the interest of my mother's
family to enter me in the King's service.

Accordingly, I took ship at Norfolk for
"home," as we called it in those days; and,
after a stormy passage and overmuch wait-
ing as my cousin's guest in Lincolnshire,
had my pair of colors In the Scots Blues,
lately home from garrison duty in the Can- -
adas.

But of this
you may like to know that, what with a
good father's example, and some small
heritage of Puritan decency come down to
me from the sound-hearte- d old Roundhead
stock, I won out of that devil's sponging
house, an army in the time of peace, with
somewhat less to my score than others had
to theirs.

It was in this barrack life that I came to
know Richard Coverdale and his evil
genius, the man Francis Falconnet. Cover-dal- e

was an ensign in my own regiment,
and we were sworn friends from the first.
His was a clean soul and a brave; and it
was to him that I owed escape from many
of the grosser chargings on that score
above named.

As for Falconnet, he was even then a
mffier and a bully, though he was not of
the army. He was a younger son, and at
that time there were two lives between him
and the baronetcy; but with a mother's be- -
queathlngs to piirchase idleness and to gild
his iniquities, he was a fair example of the
Jeunesse doree of that England; a libertine,
a gamester, a rakehell; brave as the tiger is
brave, and to the full as pitiless. He was a
boon companion of the officers mess; and.
for a time and purpose posed as Cover-dale'- s'

friend, and mine.
Since I would not tell my poor Dick's

story to Richard Jennifer, I may not set it
down in cold words here for you. It was the
age-ol- d tragic comedy of a false friend's
treachery and a woman's weakness; a duel,
and the wrong man slain. And you may
know this; that Falconnet's most merciful
role In it was the raxt he played one chill
November morning when he put Richard
Coverdale to the wall and ran him through.

. As you have guessed, I was Coverdale's
next friend and second in this affair, and
but for the upsetting news of the Tryon
tyranny in Carolina news which reached
me on the very day of the meeting I should
there and then have called the slayer to his
account.

How my father who, Presbyterian and
Ireton though he whs, had always been of
the King's side, came to espouse the cause
of the "Regulators," as they called them-
selves, I know not. In my youthful memo-
ries of him he figures as the feudal lord of
his own domain, more absolute than many
of the petty klnglings I came afterward to
know in the German marches. But this, too,
I remember; that while his rule at Appleby
Hundred was stern and despotic enough, he
was ever ready to lend a willing ear to any
tale of oppression. And if what men say of
the tyrant Tryon's tax-gathere- rs and law-cou- rt

robbers be no more than half truth,
there was need for any honest gentleman
to oppose them.

What that opposition came to in '71 Is now
a tale twice told. Taken in arms against
the Governor's authority, and with an es-
tate well worth receiving, my father had
little Justice and less mercy accorded him.
With many others he was outlawed; his
estates were declared forfeit; and a few
days later he, with Benjamin Merrill and
four more captivated at the Almanace,
ws? given some farce of a trial and hanged.

When the news of this came to me you
may well suppose that I had no heart to
continue in the service of the Krng who
could sanction and reward such villainies
as these of the butcher William Tryon. So
I threw up my lieutenant's commission in
the Blues, took ship for the continent, and,
after wearing some half dozen different uni-
forms in Germany, was lucky enough to
come at length to serviceable blows under
my old field marshal on the Turkish fron-
tier.

To you of a younger generation, born In
the day of swift mail coaches and well-ke- pt

post roads, the slowness with which our
laggard news traveled in that elder time
must needs seem past belief. It was early
in the year '79 before I began to hear more
than vague camp-fir-e tales of the struggle
going on between the colonies and the
mother country; and from that to setting
foot once more upon the soil of my native
Carolina was still another year.

What I found upon landing at New Berne
and saw while riding a Jog trot thence to
the Catawba was a province rent and torn
by partisan warfare. Though I came not
once upon the partisans themselves in all
that long faring, there were trampled fields
and pillaged houses enough to serve as
milestones; and in my native Mecklenburg
a mine full charged, with slow match well
alight for its firing.

Charleston had fallen, and Colonel Tarle-ton- 's

outposts were already widespread on
the uoper waters of the Broad and the
Catawba. Thus it was that the first sight
which greeted my eyes when I rode into
Quecnsborough was the familiar trappings
of my old service, and I was made to know
that In spite of Mr. Jefferson's boldly writ-
ten Declaration of Independence, and that
earlier casting of the King's yoke by the
patriotic Mecklenburgers themselves, my
boyhood home was for the moment by
sword-rig- ht a part of his Majesty's prov-
ince of North Carolina.

You are not to suppose that these things
moved me greatly. As yet I was chiefly con-
cerned with my own affair and anxious to

learn at first hands the cost to me of my
father's connection with the Rfgulators.

Touching this, I was not long kept In ig-
norance. Of all that vast demesne of Apple-
by Hundred there was no roof to shelter
the son of the outlawed Roger ireton, save
that of this poor hunting lodge in the
mighty forest of the Catawba, overlooked,
with the few runaway blacks inhabiting it,
in the intaklng of an estate so large that I
think not even my father knew all the
metes and bounds of It.
